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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the applicant's dispute over "a shared 
resource unit" (see Remarks page 6), the examiner respectfully disagrees. Chen discusses data packets are queued at the base station for 
transmission to the network controller and some of the data packets take precedence over other data packets if they are priority packets 
([0023]-[0027]). In other words, there must be a shared unit that can hold various data packets and decide which packets are processed 
first. Therefore Chen discloses a shared resource unit. 

Regarding the applicant's argument prior art of record fails to teach "....such that the received signal can be transmitted at a predetermined 
timing synchronized for multiple base stations..." (see remarks page 7), the examiner respectfully disagrees. Chen discusses dynamic 
priority queuing may be provided for soft handover traffic and a soft handover bandwidth broker may improve resource utilization and 
maintain the necessary quality of service required to complete successful handover ([0028]). A soft handover means that a cell phone 
simultaneously connected to two or more base stations during a call before the cell phone is completely camped on a new cell. It is 
understood in the art that the multiple base stations are coordinated in time to ensure the call is not dropped. Terasawa is brought to show 
obvious that It is well known in the art that priority data is transmitted at predetermined timing so that signals from multiple base stations 
arrive at the same time ([0070][0071][0079]). Therefore prior art of record does teach "....such that the received signal can be transmitted at 
a predetermined timing synchronized for multiple base stations...". 

Therefore, the argued limitations read upon the cited references or are written broad such that they read upon the cited references. 
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
